I nave  the  honour  to  submit  my  interim.  Annual  Report  on  the  Public 
Health  Services  dunn0  1940. 

Certain  vital  statistics  are  a sain  omitted  on  the  instruction  of 
the  Ministry  of  Health  lor  security  reasons  but  it  is  expected  that  lull 
d&tails  will  be  published  xor  all  the  war  years  after  the  cessation  of 
nostilities . 


Mo  outbreak  of  serious  disease  occurred  in  the  District  during,  the 
year  but  from  the  increased  demands  made  on  the  general  practitioners 
it  would  appear  that  there  is  a definite  increase  in  ill  defined  minor 
illness,  no  doubt  due  to  the  effects  of  continued  war  strain. 


The  Health,  and  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  staffs  have  maintained 
their  usual  standard  of  efficiency  but  the  unavoidable  changes  in  the 
clerical  staff  have  led  to  some  inconvenience  and  indicate  the  urgent 
need  for  the  appointment  of  a clerk  to  devote  the  whole  of  her  time  to 
duties  in  the  Health  Department. 


On  the  instruction  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  the  Health  Visitor 
during  1943  devoted  a greater  proportion  of  her  time  to  propaganda  work 
:0r  diphtheria  immunisation,  but  it  has  been  impossible  to  accede  to  the 
request  for  more  time  to  be  given  to  improving  the  personal  cleanliness 
of  children  in  the  District.  A close  watch  as  possible  is  kept  on  the 
state  ol  children’s  heads  during  visiting  and  clinic  attendance. 

Ini ectious  Diseases 

The  incidence  oi  noti liable  diseases  was  again  low  except  for 
pcaoj.es  which  accounted  ior  73  of  tiie  15s  cases  notiiieu. 


Measles,  however,  was  by  no  means  as  prevalent  as  was  to  be 
expected  from  the  returns  at  the  end  of  1942. 


Diphtheria,  11  cacss,  was  the  lowest  incidence  recorded  m tne 
District  as  at  .present  constituted,  m Ts.ere  was  one  death  iron 

diphtheria . 


During  the  year  4C4  children  were  immunises  at  the  Chile  Welfare 
Sessions  and  the  percentage  ol  protected  children  in  the  District  has 
risen  from  62.12^  in  1942  to  76. 65$  in  1943.  The  names  of  75  children 
who-since  immunisation  have  attained  their  fifteenth  birthday  have  been 
removed  iron  the  register  and  are  not  included  in  the  above  satisfactory 
percentage . 

Mothers  attending  the  Welfare  Centres  are  coming  to  regard  the 
immunisation  of  their  babies  at  twelve  months  of  age  as  a routine 
procedure,  but  there  are  still  too  many  parents  remaining  indifferent, 
particularly  amongst  those  who  do  not  make  use  of  the  Centres. 

Kate  unity,  and  Child  Welfare 

The. Council  adopted  the  new  salary  scale  laid  down  for  the  Health 
Visitor  in  the  Second  Report  of  the  Wurses  salaries  Committee,  as  from 

the  1st  April,  1943. 

Attendances  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centres  showed  a further  increase 
and  the  condition  of  the  children  of  the  District  as  a whole  is  good. 
Owing  to  the  congestion  causea  by  increased  attendances  at  the  Culcheth 
Centre  held  in  the  British  Legion  Clubroom  more  adequate  accommodation 
had  to  be  sought  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  arrangements  had  been  made 
to  move  to  the  social  Centre  situated  in  Churchill  Avenue,  Culcheth, 
early  in  1944.

An-  Ante-natal  Clinic  was  opened  in  the  Independent  Methodist 
unday  School,  Oolborne,  on  the  27th  July,  1945,  and  the  immediate 
uccess  is  indicative  of  the  need  for  such  a service  in  the  area. 

The  County  MidYfives  attend  regularly  at  the  fortnightly  sessions 
and  have  been  most  helpful  in  the  work  there. 

The  issue  of  iron-containing  tablets  to  expectant  mothers  during 
the  last  three  months  of  pregnancy  has  been  made  with  benefit  since 
the  opening  of  the  Ante-natal  Clinic. 

In  conclusion  I have  to  thank  the  Health  Committee , Maternity 
and  Child  'del  fare  Committee,  the  officers  and  staff  of  the  Departments, 
and  the  ladies  of  the  Voluntary  Committees  for  their  co-operation 
during  the  year.

Dip  theria.  11  cases  were  notified,  8 in  the  first  half 
year  and  3 in  the  latter  part.  4 were  school  children,  4 pre-school 
children  and  3 over  school  age.  One  of  the  cases  was  of  the  virulent 
type  and  the  remainder  wore  quite  mild.  There  was  one  death,  from 
Diphtheria . 

All  cases  were  removed  to  hospital.  Usually  notification  is 
by  telephone  in  the  first  instance.  This  facilitates  the  use  of  Anti- 
Toxin  whilst  in  hospital. 

Scarlet  Fever.  14  cases  'were  notified,  7 were  school  child- 
ren and  5 pre-school  children.  There  were  no  deaths  from  Scarlet  Fever.
